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Hands off our coastal strip say Portlanders over island quarry plan

see the wonder and the beauty of Portland. 

“Our coastal strip is one of the most important 
pieces of Portland land. 

“I agree that quarrying needs to be done, but we 
don’t want it done here. This is unique: We are try¬ 
ing to encourage visitors, make it nice for them; 
make it great for the people of Portland, but most of 


all this coastal strip is our children’s heritage. I don’t 
want my grandchildren to come and say let’s go for 
a walk along the coastal strip and there won’t be 
one. 

“Portland is unique: it’s breath taking, it’s beauti¬ 
ful, let’s keep it this way.” 

The walk has the backing of the Dorset Campaign 
to Protect Rural England, whose chairman Richard 


Nichols, joined their ranks for the walk, and Dorset 
Ramblers. 

The group were keen for the walk not to be de¬ 
scribed as ‘a protest’ - but say they came to raise 
awareness that the coastal strip could eventually be 
under threat from quarrying. 

Under an agreement, dating back to 1951, land 
owned by Portland Stone Firms is deemed to have 


permission for quarrying. 

Islanders fear that, with other sites, now reaching 
the end of the commercial life, the stone firms could 
turn to the coastal strip. 

But Dorset County Council’s Draft Mineral Sites 
plan has not ear-marked any new Portland sites and 
specifically says that its Minerals Strategy discour¬ 
ages new surface quarries.

Community bus scheme saves 
rural routes cut by council 


DORSET Community Transport is to take over 
almost half of the 26 rural bus routes lost to 
county council transport funding cuts. 

The Blandford-based community transport or¬ 
ganisation, Dorset Community Transport, is help¬ 
ing to reduce the impact of cuts on rural transport 
routes across the county by operating services on 
almost half of the routes previously run by Dorset 
County Council. 

The biggest impact of the council’s £500,000 
cuts was on rural bus services operating one or 
two days a week, with support for 26 services 
withdrawn, including five routes run by DCT. 

At the time, DCT was running a pilot scheme of 
accessible, door-to-door transport for people who 
find it difficult to use public transport through its 
PlusBus service. The end of the pilot coincided 
with the cuts, allowing DCT to offer 12 services 
to the community, covering almost half of the bus 
routes that had been cut. 

DCT also decided to subsidise two of the serv¬ 
ices that it ran for Dorset County Council on an 
interim basis, as part of the organisations charita¬ 
ble objectives. 

Service user, Ella Smith, said: “I’ve been a keen 
supporter of PlusBus since the withdrawal of the 
bus services were announced. I can use the service 
to get into Blandford for my weekly shop and 
Doctor’s visits. It means everything to me, a total 
life line.” 

Tim Christian, general manager at DCT, said: 
“The council changes happened within a very 
short time frame and it meant the local commu¬ 
nity did not have time to come together and find 
an alternative. However, due to the fact that DCT 


was already running a pilot, we were able to jump 
in very quickly with a solution to provide conti¬ 
nuity and meet the essential transport needs of the 
area.” 

Passengers will need to pre-book their journey. 
We are offering a variety of weekly services to a 
destination town across the county. It is possible 
to make one-off bookings and also arrange regular 
weekly bookings. 

Mr Christian continued: “It’s been a big cultural 
change for the community, but we have worked 
hard to engage with people on how community 
transport schemes can be more responsive to their 
needs for social and leisure journeys. We were 
overwhelmed by demand, queries and concerns. 
Now we have been able to settle into the routes 
that we run, the next step is to improve, refine and 
expand the service according to the needs identi¬ 
fied by the community.” 

Anna Whitty, CEO of ECT Charity, said: “DCT 
was able to respond at such short notice because 
we are an established and professional provider 
across the county, running successful and exten¬ 
sive services. 

“This is a great example of how community 
transport can provide a solution for those that are 
unable to access public transport by virtue of ge¬ 
ographic isolation. It’s not about replicating other 
existing successful bus schemes, but about plug¬ 
ging the gaps and, in so doing, reducing rural iso¬ 
lation.”

New park and ride 
service to begin 


WEYMOUTH’S park and ride service will have a 
new bus service from this Saturday, June 11th. 

The service re-opened after the winter break over 
the late May bank holiday with the previous park and 
ride buses in use - but from this weekend a new reg¬ 
ular bus service will serve the site. 

The First bus company, from Saturday, will re-route 
the existing public bus service 2 via Mercery Road to 
provide access to the Mount Pleasant park and ride 
site. 

The service will run from 6am until 11pm, seven 
days a week during the summer month with a bus to 
the town centre and seafront every lOminutes Mon¬ 
day to Saturday and every 15minutes on Sundays and 
Bank Holidays. 

The re-routed service will also make it easier for 
those living on the route to get to Sainsbury’s, 
Beefeater, New Look and Premier Inn. 

The new arrangement will mean that parking will 
be free and passengers will pay on the bus at the stan¬ 
dard rate of £2 single, or £3 return, with concession¬ 
ary bus passes valid for travel. First will also offer a 
special ticket from the park and ride stop of ‘Five for 
a fiver’, so five people can travel for £5. 

The county council say they have not agreed an end 
date but will monitor the service throughout the sum¬ 
mer and make a decision when demand reduces. 


Two-car crash

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Police to launch 
'safe havens'for 
dementia sufferers 


DORSET Police is working in partnership with 
Alzheimer’s Society, to establish “Safe Havens”, 
across the county. 

The local initiative aims to make people with de¬ 
mentia and related conditions safe in their commu¬ 
nities and homes. 

The Safe Havens will be located in approved care 
homes or day centres, where anyone who is living 
with dementia and other related conditions can 
temporarily go if they are confused in public and 
are unable to provide sufficient information to be 
taken home. 

Police officers or Police Community Support Of¬ 
ficers (PCSOs) will escort the individual to the 
Safe Haven and ensure they receive the appropri¬ 
ate care from staff there. 

Dorset Police and Alzheimer’s Society are now 
looking for care homes and day centres to be part 
of the scheme. The locations will be open to people 
with dementia and other related conditions that 
members of the public, PCSOs or police officers 
have concerns about, or who have self-presented 
to a location such as a shop. 

Jo Malyon, Services Manager at Alzheimer’s So¬ 
ciety in Dorset, said: “Safe Havens are part of a 
wider project seeking to keep people with demen¬ 
tia safe, but also to improve their ability to remain 
independent and have choice and control over their 
lives.

“We want to ensure that communities across 
Dorset are dementia-friendly. For this, we need 
commitment from across the community, so it is 
hugely important that we can work alongside our 
neighbourhood police.” 

Simon Thomeycroft, Mental Health Co-ordina¬ 
tor at Dorset Police, added: “Dorset Police is proud 
to be working in partnership with Alzheimer’s So¬ 
ciety and Dorset Dementia Action Alliance. 

“The Safe Havens will allow the police to pro¬ 
vide a secure and comfortable setting for vulnera¬ 
ble individuals, while they make enquiries to 
identify them and ensure they receive the right 
care. 

“The locations will all be voluntary and their as¬ 
sistance is key to making the scheme work. 

“The scheme clearly demonstrates that partners 
working together can provide appropriate assis¬ 
tance of the highest standard to individuals and 
their families at times of great concern, which can 
be very distressing.”

Further funding cuts 
could hit bus network 


FURTHER cuts could be on the 
way to Dorset’s bus routes as the 
county council struggles to find 
another £1.85million in savings. 

Almost half of those savings 
will have to come from school 
buses. 

The savings come on top of a 
£500,000 reduction in subsidy 
agreed earlier this year. 

“We must now reduce the pub¬ 
lic transport subsidy by another 
£1 million and we must also re¬ 
duce the cost of school transport 
services by £850,000. These sav¬ 
ings must be in place by 
2017/18,” said Andy Shaw, Serv¬ 


ice Manager for Dorset Travel. 

He warns that with the level of 
savings needed it will not be pos¬ 
sible to retain the current public 
bus network within the revised 
budgets and many existing serv¬ 
ices will change. 

Among the areas being looked 
at are prioritising the remaining 
subsidy on core routes that are 
able to serve the most people and 
contribute the most to the eco¬ 
nomic wellbeing of the county. 
Also being examined is opening 
more school services to the pub¬ 
lic and working closer with com¬ 
munity transport operators, 


community groups and council¬ 
lors to develop Dorset’s commu¬ 
nity transport network.

The consultation ends on July 
22nd. 

The results of the consultation, 
the Cabinet decision and any im¬ 
plementation information will be 
published on the review’s web¬ 
page with the changes expected 
to come into place in the autumn.

BLACKSMITHS at Kingston Maur¬ 
ward College have held a ‘forge in’ 
to make metal poppies which will go 
to an international Cenotaph. 

Blacksmiths Simon Grant-Jones, 
Brian Hill, Rob Fielding, and some 
of their students made 200 poppies in 
one day to commemorate the craft’s 
historical involvement. 

Their work marks the important 
part blacksmiths played in war ef¬ 
forts, on all sides, and in September 
a new World War I Cenotaph will be 
launched at the Grote Markt, in front 
of the In Flanders Fields Museum in 
Ypres, Belgium. 

The Cenotaph will commemorate 
everyone involved in the conflict, 
both military and civilian on all 
sides - all those 
who died, all those 
wounded, all those 
displaced and their 
families and com¬ 
munities. 

In honour of this 
spectacular event 
blacksmiths across 
the world are tak¬ 
ing part in mak¬ 
ing 2,016 poppies 
in total to mark 
the year.

plate designed by Master Blacksmith 
Terry Clarke. A competition is also 
taking place for panels for the ceno¬ 
taph - of which the winning design 
and its blacksmiths will go to Bel¬ 
gium to put it together. 

Kingston Maurward College Prin¬ 
cipal Clare Davison attended the 
event and addressed the blacksmiths 
commending them on their skill and 
commitment. 

She said: “We are very proud to be 
part of such an important commem¬ 
orative exhibition. It is vital for us as 
purveyors of this craft to take part in 
and support something of this scale, 
something that means so much to the 
blacksmithing industry both of its 
past and its worthy involvement in 
World War I, and also to the black¬ 
smiths of the future.”

They're not full of blousy plantings. We are 
looking to understand native plants and to pro¬ 
tect them. There's suddenly value in the ordi¬ 
nary things that are around us." 

The LG Smart Garden plantings would be 
quite easy to replicate, she says. 

"It's easy on the eye to use a soft palette. If 
you use things stronger in colour it's more diffi¬ 
cult because it draws attention to things. So, 
without a designer eye on how to use strong 
colour, you can make mistakes. With these 
paler, softer colours you can't make many mis¬ 
takes. It all blends together and is harmonious," 
says Eberle. 

The designer Hay Joung Hwang's stunning 
display for LG featured Digitalis purpurea f.alb- 
iflora, with Rosa 'Natasha Richardson', Eremurus 
robustus, Iris 'Jane Phillips' and Salvia bullulata, 
but there are plenty more soft-coloured com¬ 
binations which could add that natural and ro¬ 
mantic look at home. 

'Hard power' landscaping - the sharp, con¬ 
temporary urban-style hard landscaping - is 
being surpassed by landscaping which com¬ 
plements the plants, rather than the other way 
round. Briza grasses were in abundance at 
Chelsea this year, as natural plantings took cen¬ 
tre stage. 

"The 'lifestyle' garden has become a quite 
subtle environment to be in," she observes. 

Another theme which may take off is using 
gardening as a way to alleviate stress and 
planting plants with health-giving properties. 

Aspects of a wellbeing plot, like 'Queen of 
Herbs' Jekka McVicar's Modern Apothecary 
garden, could add style and substance to bor¬ 
ders in many gardens. 

"Herbs such as lavender and thyme are not 


only good for animals, but also us," says Eberle. 
Terracotta pots filled with lavender are ideal for 
cottage gardens, while certain varieties such as 
Lavandula angustifolia 'Munstead' are great fra¬ 
grant evergreens to edge a path. 

Lavender will grow in any soil, provided it is 
well drained and is best in full sun, but will 
grow in partial shade. 

Thyme, another pretty garden stalwart, needs 
planting in a sunny spot in poor, well-drained 
soil, so if you're having a go at replicating some 
of McVicar's thyme combinations and don't 
have that type of soil, work in lots of grit or 
grow them in a raised bed or containers. 

Diarmuid Gavin's British Eccentrics Garden, 
with all its moving plants, may set a trend on 
people adopting some 'Heath Robinson' quirky 
additions. 

"Compared to previous years, the focus was 
on fun rather than pomp, such as the moving 
British Eccentrics Garden and Bowden Hostas' 
Pullman Train," Eberle observes. 

"You can add your own sense of fun by always 
having a sense of humour when you're garden¬ 
ing and not taking it too seriously. Even a comic 
feature or a garden gnome will do the job." 

More naturalised and wild landscapes are fea¬ 
tures which amateurs may be copying in their 
own gardens, she adds. 

Bee-friendly wildflower meadows, edible 
plants in pots and insect walls were all in evi¬ 
dence, along with a general feeling that we 
should be mindful that gardens need to 
adapt to their environments, as demon¬ 
strated in the L'Occitane Garden, a recreation 
of the beauty of the harsh yet varied land¬ 
scape of Provence. 

"Native planting is good for our native 
wildlife.There's still an increasing trend to in¬ 
troduce plants which are good for our butter¬ 
flies and bees, and providing food for moths 
and caterpillars. There's a place for building 
bug walls and other elements which allow 
wildlife to thrive." 

If we are to follow in Chelsea's footsteps, we 
will be creating gardens featuring all manner 
of plants with health-giving properties, trying 
to attract wildlife and which look natural, not 
too forced or formal, with schemes which are 
easy on the eye - and relaxing on the mind.

■ THIS week's Growing Old Disgrace¬ 
fully slot considers tea drinking and 
whether pouring liquid into a saucer and 
then pouring it back into the cup makes 
any difference to taste. 

After due consideration, the answer 
has to be a resounding "no" with the only 
obvious benefit from such an action 
being to reduce the temperature of the 
tea. 

Of course, anyone sitting nearby gets 
a few"benefits"themselves from such an 
elaborate ritual, whether they want 
them or not. 

For a start, there is the nerve jangling 
scraping noise caused by the pensioner 
concerned dragging the base of the 
teacup across the edge of the saucer to 
collect the last drop of tea spilt down the 
outside when pouring into the saucer. 

Then there is the "huffing and puffing" 
as the drinker blows across their saucer 
to cool the contents followed by the 
bladder bashing noise of the saucer's 
contents being poured back into the 
teacup. 

The final "benefits" are the loud slurp¬ 
ing noises and sighs of satisfaction as the 
pensioner samples the completed cup 
of tea. 

Small wonder then that all this causes 
shuffles of embarrassment from those 
watching unless, of course, they're too 
busy screaming through lips burnt on 
their own cup of tea. 


What price can you put on education? 


UNIVERSITIES Minister Jo Johnson has just an¬ 
nounced that universities in England will be able to 
charge above £9,000 per annum for tuition fees from 
autumn 2017 “if they have high quality teaching”. 

The aim is to allegedly make it easier for new uni¬ 
versities to open and to encourage more competition 
and better consumer value for students. I wonder if the 
students see it that way?! 

There have already been warnings over the proposals 
about “inadequate controls” while the National Union 
of Students is said to be “outraged” at the prospect of 
yet higher tuition fees and quite right too. 

The NUS has also shrewdly highlighted that the pro¬ 
posals could also open up UK higher education to so 
called “for profit providers”. 

My own interest in this worrying debate is that I did 
a degree in the early 1970s which was partly funded 


by the State. But, as parents, my wife and I had to 
watch and do what we could to help while first my son 
was shackled to debt and then my daughter almost 
buried under it for their degrees. 

Should there be a tax on intelligence, a tax on bright 
new hopes, a tax on the strivings to push borders, push 
frontiers and push forward? I don’t think so. 

I never fully appreciated how lucky I was to have 
most of my degree funded thereby freeing my mind 
to focus on the pursuit of knowledge and a career. 

That is not the case with modern students such as 
my son and daughter who collectively have a fright¬ 
ening level of debt courtesy of Government “upgrad¬ 
ing” of university education “to ensure the best for 
our young people”. What a crock of....well, it’s not 
what the Government says it is. 

Yes, there are alleged checks and balances to ensure 


degree students don’t have to repay their debts until 
their earnings reach a certain level and, yes, Govern¬ 
ment says it is the best way forward....but we aren’t 
sheep. 

Anyone with half a brain can work out that if you 
are young, hopeful and ambitious that any incentive 
you might have to carve out a future via a degree is 
going to be counterbalanced by fears over potential 
debts. 

And as for the prospect of university sites existing 
to make a profit from students, well education must 
be falling to a new low to allow that to happen. 

So think long and hard if you are parents with a child 
bound for university or thinking of going to university. 
You should all shop around and be crystal clear on 
what policy and approach your potential university has 
to education because the times they are a changing.

SHE came to the throne in 
1952, has devoted her life to her 
subjects and is a role model for 
all that is noble in this world. 

Queen Elizabeth II is an ex¬ 
ample to everyone and is loved 
by millions.

Well, the answer is that she 
was on sale for £30. My how 
the price of a Royal has 
dropped. Must have been a late 
Spring special offer! 

To be honest, it beggars belief 
that some people’s lives are in¬

Personally speaking, I feel 
such figures cheapen the respect 
shown to Her Majesty for 
reaching her 90th birthday and 
for reigning for 64 years.

look while still retaining the grace¬ 
ful presence and elegant character 
of the original. 

Its beautifully flowing bodywork 
has been aerodynamically opti¬ 
mised to deliver a drag coefficient 
of just 0.25, while beneath the skin 
is a new platform that reduces 
weight by up to 60kg over its pred¬ 
ecessor. A range of powerful TDI 
and TFSI engines and an even more 
advanced suite of infotainment and 
driver assistance systems that are at 
the cutting edge of Vorsprung 
durch Technik also converge on 
thenew Audi A5 Coupe. 

Body 

The new Audi A5 Coupe sports a 
modern and honed look. It is nev¬ 
ertheless true to its DNA with the 
dynamic and elegant character 
being passed down to the new ver¬ 
sion. The best example is the wave¬ 
shaped shoulder line that already 
characterised the previous model. 
The precisely sweeping line with 
pronounced bulges over the wheel 
arches emphasises all four wheels - 
a cue to the quattro all-wheel drive. 

The perfectly balanced propor¬ 
tions that comprise the long bon¬ 
net, the stretched wheelbase and 
short overhangs underscore the 
muscular presence of the new A5 
Coupe. The sculpted Singleframe 
grille is significantly flatter and wider 
than in the previous model.The LED 
rear lights and optional LED or Ma¬ 
trix LED headlights with dynamic 
turn signals make high-end technol¬ 
ogy visible even after dark. 

The Audi A5 Coupe is significantly 
more efficient than its predecessor. 
This is due in large part to a reduc¬ 
tion in weight and a design that 
goes hand in hand with sophisti¬ 
cated aerodynamics.The engineers 
were able to trim kerb weight by as 
much as 60 kilograms. The body is 
the lightest in the competitive field 
thanks to an intelligent mix of ma¬ 
terials and lightweight design. With 
a drag coefficient of 0.25, the A5 
Coupe is also the segment leader 
with respect to aerodynamics. 


Engines 

The new Audi A5 Coupe will 
launch in the UK with five engines: 
two TFSI and three TDI units. Their 
power output has increased con¬ 
siderably and is now between 
190PS and 286PS. Compared with 
the previous model, they offer up 
to 17 percent more performance 
while consuming as much as 22 
percent less fuel. All of the engines 
combine high efficiency with im¬ 
pressive power and smooth run¬ 
ning - especially the two 3.0 TDI 
six-cylinder engines. 

With its newly developed 3.0TFSI, 
the Audi S5 Coupe is now in a 
league of its own. The turbo V6 ex¬ 
hibits highly efficient, sports car 
performance. From its 2,995 cc of 
displacement, the boosted six- 
cylinder engine produces 354PS of 
power, which is 21 PS more than the 
engine in the previous model. 

Drivetrain 

The new Audi A5 Coupe comes 
with a drivetrain solution tailor- 
made for each engine variant. The 
manual six-speed gearbox and the 
seven-speed S tronic are used with 
the four-cylinder engines as well as 
the 218PS 3.0 TDI with front- or all¬ 
wheel drive. The eight-speed tip- 
tronic is reserved for the top diesel 
with 286PS and the S5 engine. Both 
engines come standard with quat¬ 
tro all-wheel drive. Audi also offers 
the optional rear-axle sport differ¬ 
ential for even more dynamic driv¬ 
ing and precision. 

The new quattro with ultra tech¬ 
nology, which debuted on the new 
Audi A4 allroad quattro 2.0 TFSI, is 
also available on the Audi A5 
Coupe. At the moment it can be 
combined with the four-cylinder 
TFSI and TDI engines with manual 
transmission. Optimised for effi¬ 
ciency, the drive system does not 
exhibit any perceptible differences 
to permanent systems in terms of 
traction and driving dynamics. 

Chassis 

The all-new chassis is among the 
strengths of the Audi A5 Coupe. It 
offers the driver optimal comfort 
combined with a high degree of 
agility.The A5 thus handles narrow, 
winding mountain roads and long 
trips on the motorway with equal 
aplomb. Audi offers a suspension 
with damper control as an option. 
This is integrated into the dynamic 
handling system known as Audi 


drive select, which enables the 
driver to modify the basic charac¬ 
teristic in multiple steps. 

A new electromechanical power 
steering setup adapts according to 
the vehicle's current speed and pro¬ 
vides highly precise road feedback. 
Optionally available is the dynamic 
steering, which varies its gear ratio 
depending on the speed and steer¬ 
ing angle. 

Interior 

The interior benefits from the in¬ 
creased dimensions and longer 
wheelbase. Space for driver and pas¬ 
sengers is more generous. The hori¬ 
zontal architecture of the instrument 
panel and the continuous air vent 
strip create a wide sense of space. 

As is typical for Audi, interior build 
quality is uncompromisingly high. 
High-quality materials in a wide 
range of colours provide for a partic¬ 
ularly pleasant ambiance and under¬ 
score the premium character of the 
mid-sized model. Optional ambient 
lighting highlights the interior with 
a choice of 30 adjustable shades. 

The new A5 Coupe also redefines 
the class benchmark for aeroa- 
coustics.The acoustic comfort is al¬ 
most that of a luxury class model. 

Display and controls 

The A5 Coupe is now available for 
the first time with the optional Audi 
virtual cockpit, a 12.3-inch TFT dis¬ 
play with a resolution of 1,440 x 540 
pixels. Together with the MMI navi¬ 
gation plus including 8.3-inch 
monitor on the centre console, it 
forms the central information unit. 
The focal point of the MMI terminal 
is the round rotary pushbutton. Its 
surface is home to the touch-sensi¬ 
tive touchpad. The touchpad is 
used to input characters and also 
for multifinger gestures, enabling 
the driver to zoom in on the map, 
for example. 

Infotainment and Audi connect 

When Audi connect is specified, a 
separate SIM card is permanently 
installed in the car with a flat rate 
data plan. The new Audi A5 Coupe 
uses this to connect to the Internet 
via the ultrafast LTE network. Use of 
the versatile Audi connect services 
is complimentary for three months, 
and can be extended via a sub¬ 
scription beyond this period. The 
respective national provider is se¬ 
lected automatically as needed in 
most European countries as 
needed, eliminating roaming 
charges when driving abroad. 

The A5 will also be available with 
the Audi connect safety & service 
package. This includes such func¬ 
tions as an automatic emergency 
call in the event of an accident, on¬ 
line roadside assistance and Audi 
service request as well as remote 
functions that can be used with the 
MMI connect app on a smart¬ 
phone, smartwatch or - in conjunc¬ 
tion with the fourth generation 
Apple TV - from a television. 

Driver assistance systems 

An intelligent combination of dif¬ 
ferent technologies enhances the 


safety, comfort and efficiency of 
the new Audi A5 Coupe. At the 
same time, Audi is also taking the 
next step toward piloted driving. 
The broad choice of innovative 
driver assistance systems sets stan¬ 
dards in the segment. Compared 
with the previous model, nearly all 
of the systems are either com¬ 
pletely new or have been exten¬ 
sively updated. 

The predictive efficiency assistant 
helps the driver save fuel, Audi ac¬ 
tive lane assist helps keep the car 
on track in the driving lane, and the 


Stop&Go adaptive cruise control in¬ 
cluding traffic jam assist offers the 
driver relief in slow-moving traffic. 

New and important safety fea¬ 
tures include the park assist, cross 
traffic assist rear, exit warning, colli¬ 
sion avoidance assist and turn assist 
as well as the Audi pre sense sys¬ 
tems.

Jermyn starts squad rebuilding process 

Holmes due head for Wimborne - midfielder Wood arrives from Bideford 


D ESPITE restrictions to his 
budget caused by the uncer¬ 
tainty of the park & ride scheme 
situation, Dorchester Town manager 
Mark Jermyn has started to build his 
squad for next season with confirma¬ 
tion that four of the current squad have 
agreed terms for the coming year. 

Skipper Jake Smeeton, defenders 
Nathan Walker and Matt Oldring and 



utility player Jason Brookes are set to 
join keeper Shane Murphy at The Av¬ 
enue next term along with new signing 
Ben Wood who joins the Magpies from 
Bideford Town. 

The 27-year-old teacher who hails 
from Sherborne, is a pacey attacking 
midfielder that has showed in games 
against the Magpies this season that he 
has a good eye for goal and a vicious 
shot, and will be the ideal replacement 
for Charlie Davis who has left the club 
to sign for Weymouth. 

Wood who had a spell with the Terras 
also played for Yeovil Town and Frome 
Town and made over 200 appearances 
for the Robins, has won the Toolstation 
Western League and South West South¬ 
ern League with his previous clubs. 

The Magpies boss said: “We’re really 
happy he has signed. He was someone 
we were watching out for last season 
but budget restrictions prevented us 
making a move, but he will be a great 
addition to the club and Ben is relishing 
the opportunity to play for Dorchester. 

Jermyn also confirmed that both Toby 
and Luke Holmes had left the club and 
had signed for Wimborne Town who is 
now managed by Luke’s father Matty 
Holmes. 

On the departures Jermyn said: “We 
had agreements with two of the three, 
but for reasons we were unable to keep 
them. However I don’t see it as a prob¬ 
lem. We’ve still got a couple of months 
until the beginning of the season so it 
gives us an opportunity to go out and 


start the search all over again.” 

Asked if uncertainty over the park & 
ride situation which has led to adjust¬ 
ments to the budget was hampering his 
options on new signings, the county 
town boss said: “I think there is some 
truth in that, I would be silly to think 
otherwise, but last year we managed to 
attract players because of how we were 
running the club and where we wanted 
to take it. 

“We have to work with what we’ve 
got, and who knows in a few weeks 
time it could be back to here it was. I do 
have a figure in mind which I’m work¬ 
ing to, but at the moment we are more 
interested in players with a positive 
mind and willing to work hard. 

“It was important that we kept some 
key people which we’ve done, and we 
expect more to follow them, following 
further talks.” 

Among those in on-going talks are 
midfielder Frankie Clarke, central de¬ 
fender Chris Dillon, Neil Martin and 
defender Ben Watson who had a spell 
at the club last season on loan from 
AFC Bournemouth. 

Jermyn wasn’t only depending on 
signing players with experience, and 
was looking forward to pre-season 
where he is encouraging local young 
talent to turn up for pre-season training. 

Seventeen-year-old Tom Blair who 
broke into Bridport’s first team towards 
the end of the last campaign is a typical 
example of who the club are targeting. 

“I think it would be a good opportu¬ 


nity for him to come in and for us to 
have a look at him. 

“Unlike our local rivals, we do not 
have the budget they have and are 
therefore working towards what we 
have got, but this means that we are 
willing to give potential youngsters in 
our area a go and put them in the fore¬ 
front and see how far they can go them¬ 
selves and with the club, which we 
proved last year with interest in Charlie 
Davis, Bradley Tarbuck and obviously 
Jonah Ayunga. You never know we 
might find another Jonah!” 

Asked if he was pleased with what he 
had achieved at the club so far he 
added: “Last year we set our stall out 
and achieved what we wanted to do, al¬ 
though we fell a little bit short on what 
we might have achieved, but when you 
look at the players we attracted we have 
proved we can do it once and this year 
we will prove it again. 

“One thing we learned about our 
problems after Christmas was we didn’t 
have enough depth in the squad to cope 
with injuries and suspensions. One 
thing we will be doing is to learn to 
look after people better in respect of in¬ 
juries and be sure that we allow them 
the full time to recover and not have to 
rush them back. 

“It was always going to be difficult 
and the first thing was to rally the 
troops and ensure survival which we 
did. The second season saw us identify 
some aspects and players, and although 
we don’t have a big budget and can’t be

Broadstone (8) 239-8 lost to 
Dorchester (19) 240-7 by 3 wkts 
DORCHESTER captain Simon 
Mitchem described Dan Belt's su¬ 
perlative century as the best he 
had ever seen. 

Commenting on the openers 
unbeaten 145 not out that saw 
them beat Broadstone with just 
three balls to spare he said: "Dan 
was absolutely superb for us; a 
real gem; seriously incredible. I've 
played a lot of cricket, but that 
was the best innings I have ever 
seen; he never got out of second 
gear. 

"When Dan Morris came in he 
showed his ability with a really 
valuable 34. We set up a good 
platform at 25 overs that allowed 
us to keep up thereabouts with 
the required run rate." 

Describing his reasons to field 
first he said: "It was a very small 
ground, muggy and overcast so I 
decided to try and take advan¬ 
tage of the conditions. 

"The disadvantage was the very 
small boundaries which made it 
difficult for the bowlers from 
both sides.

Even so the game was in the 
balance until the end with eight 
required off the last over, but Nick 
Roe (9no) ensured victory with 
two audacious ramp shots to seal 
the win with three balls to spare. 

Belt's unbeaten 145 off 145 
balls included 15x4 and 4x6 and 
sees the county town second, just 
three points behind leaders Poole 
Town.
